She month of «; one is always a sttmf month in rellowatone 
Jhtional Parte owing t the faot that it nancs the opening of the 
tourist season sud the oeginaing of all maintena' work. The month 
of June 1926 was partioularly oonspiouous for heavy work in all depart- 
ments of the par* owir^ to tr»e faot that the tourist season was in full 
swing when the month opened* Private motorists carrying tbeir own equip- 
ment have oeen admitted slnoe May l6th and by June 1st a considerable 
moer of visitors were in ie park. Airing the first part of the 
nth toe weather continued 3004, oein# unusually dry. tfhile tiese 
weather conditions enabled ue to do considerable important wo 
partioularly in road oonatruotion on the Pirehole itrOff « on 
the Lake Shore fc>ad t it had some bad features. roads dried out 

and became very dusty. ?he fire hasard oeoaae excee igly sad and 
special fire patrols had to ue eetaulifhed lonK oefore it has generally 
oeen necessary to post men on our fire lookouts and detail rangers to 
long horse patrols througi the timeer. 

2he first trains of the season je^an running on *une 17th at 
she western entranse, and on June lBth at the northern and eastern 
entrance. As forne. -iniaj took place at Oardiner on Jane 2Dth. 
* tails of this opening appear el ee where. After te park opened 
an unusual maeber of prominent vial tors entered the psrk, snd as 
tne monta closod we had hmr^ the secretary of the torior, the 
Assistant Secretary. ;tor iiathor and three Inspectors.

fee r%n^w force la ooropoaed of exo ap 1 1 one lly bright and energetic 
young nan and they have taken hold of their worn splendidly. Ae 
temporary olerka are far laore competent tian those eaployed laat 
year, and it is expected that the office work will be kept current 
throughout the seaeon. Laoorera for road orewa f trail crews, tele- 
phone oatfi .3, etc., seem to be steadier than usual. Share hare 
jeen fewer occasions arising for d la charging man and theae laborers 
have not oeen ao prone to quit on the slightest provocation aa in 
the past. Xhe meaa houses are doing operated better than usual. 3ie 
oooita are competent and are earring meals that are tasty and generally 
satisfactory. Ae groatest weakness of the organisation ia the one 
I have pointed out la making up our 1928 estimates, namely, the poor 
transportation equipment, most of which waa secured from old war sur- 
plus stOQ*. Ais equ pment Is constantly breaking down and it ia

Spraying to control the pest along the .Vest iellowe tone -Madison 
Junction hignway started Jane 26th and will be continued until all of the 
infested trees alonr this highway have been sprayed.

1, i;CXZ r :. CAi.TO..':, "T J. All boxes, ecrtens and other cont-ins-rs which 
may furnish firewood for c~ crs in the park, -.ust be hauled to the nearest 

mtomobile campi*:. roimds and oiled neatly in a -place I nated by the 

ranker in charge of the district. Of course, owners of boxes, cartons, etc. 
may turn this material in their own furnaces and stoves but; unless they need 
the same for fuel, it ust be delivered to the utoa.obile camp grounds. 
isteful burning of fuel that ca ;rs can use will not be rrsitted. 

2. l3S. £11 chefs, cooks and kitchen workers and all others con- 
cerned ith the handling of garbage, must divide rbege into the folic 
classes: 

(a) Edible Garbs -?e n suitable for bears i^ust be olaced in a con- 
tainer /hich can be noved to the platfona at the s;>ecU'lly prepared 
pits where bears are tacwrn to feed. Those -.'ill be designated by the 
rar.'jers. This \ rb: g;e must not contain broken fTl-ss, tin cans, bones, 
or slop of any ::ind. It ..ust be cor oosed of food scraps which bears 
eat. The ra ers have authority to notify "note, and camp managers, 
etc. to discontinue throwing into this class of garbage my material 
which they knorc jears do not eat. For instance, bo,rs rill not eat 
potato peeli s and these shoi^.ld not be thrown into the bear ^arba^e. 

(b) Tin c ,, bone s, etc . must be .led to pits due: for this 
purpose under the direction of the rangers and at the close of the 
season, these pits mast be fully covered up. If possible, cans 
should be rashed and all operators are urged to procure can mashing 
• chines as soon a s this can be done. 

(c) Trash nd rubbish . This may be earned t i place designat- 
ed by tl i rangers in the vicinity of V: hotels, c s, stores, etc. 
but the utmost cere mast be exercised in the burning of this I rial 
and big pii oi Id not be allowed to \ itunulate. e prefer, how- 
ever, that such trash, unless extr ly bulky, be hm 1 ith the cans 
to the its Lo san later be so .

All boxes, c: rtons and other containers which 
ly furnish firewood for campers in the park, must be hauled to the nearest 
atomobile camping grounds and piled neatly in a place designated by the 
anger in charge of the district* Of course, owners of boxes, cartons, etc. 
ay burn this ten 1 in their own furnaces and stoves but unless they need 
ae same for fuel, it must be delivered to the automobile camp grounds. 
steful burning of fuel that calipers can use will not be permitted. 

2« V.na. -'a. All chefs, cooks and kitchen workers and all others con- 
cm ed with the handling of garbage, must divide prbege into the following 
sses: 

(a) audible .rbege , suitable for bears must bu placed in a con- 
tainer /hich can be moved to the platform at the specially prepared 
pits where bears are known to feed. Kiese /ill bo designated by the 
rangers. This r'o;.Qe must not contain broken glass, tin cans, bones, 
or slop of any kind. It uaist be composed of food scraps which bears 
eat. The rangers have authority to notify hotel and camp managers, 
etc. to discontinue throwing into this class of garbage any material 
which they know >ears lo not eat. For instance, bears will not eat 
potato peelings and these should not be o n into the bear garbage. 



(b) Tin cans , bone s, etc . must be hauled to pits lug for this 
purpose under the dire n of the r« ;ers and at the close of the 
season, th.se pits st be fully covered up. If possible, cans 
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
